) MEMS, OF MINES AND MINERS--No. V. 

Having given you some brief biographies of a few celebrated for their 
intrepidity, powers of mind, and high intellectual qualifications, allow me 
to vary the subject by introducing some, still of great virtues, but whose 
eccentricities rendered them remarkable. Amongst St. Just che- 
rishes with fond delight the name of Cuzwnatis, Capt. halls !—is 
there @ man or woman, St. Just born, of 30 years of age, who did not 
know and respect the Captain? We answer empha y, No! 

A man be was to all the country dear. 

This worthy was a bold adventurer, and was deservedly successful. He 
for some years undertook the ent of the Parkenoweth Mine (now 
Wheal Boys, and so very rich); and though he did not derive his cap- 
taincy from his mining connections, he served in the Cornish militia for 
many years, where his high —_ and kind manner were duly appre- 
ciated. Nothing gave the good old captain so much pleasure as to see 
his “boys” (St. Just boys), as he familiarly called them, happy: if the 
were not, it was not his fault, he did all he could to make so. He 
was their patron—their demi-god they almost swore by, so much was he 
esteemed by his “boys,” He encouraged the manly and truly Cornish 
practice of wrestling : if a match came off, as was the wont, on Saturday 
afternoon, his was an honour; if it were a match of parish 
against parish, a favour; but if it were West against East Cornwall, or 
Cornwall against on, & necessity! Without the Captain, the boys 
would not go; but with him, they would go all the world over, and 
were generally successful. Amongst his boys, he might truly boast he 
had some of best men in England—the two Warrens, Friggens, Tuffy 
Fox, and others. Never will St, Just forget (for it will be handed down 
from father to son) the glee with which the victorious boys, on their re- 
turn from @ wrestling match, headed by the good old captain, entered the 
Church-town. This was his glory: he raised by these practices some of 
the boldest, smartest youths Cornwall ever boasted; and where so much 
depends on aetivity, energy, and coolness in danger, he effected great 
good. (It must be remembered that the wrestling here practised is not 
kicking, but seience: the men play in their ing-feet, and with the 
utmost good humour.) Few men such com over their fellows 
as the worthy captain—his nod of approbation or his frown of dissent was 
enough: there was no disputing his authority—by his goodness had he 
attained such an ascendancy. At he , full of years, re- 
gretted by all of every class; and to this day ishis memory spoken of with 
the greatest possible respect. Peace be to thy ashes, Capt, Chenalls ! 

Capt. Oates, St. Agnes, presents a singular contrast to the foregoin 
and is introduced here as being the discoverer, r, and pnee 
worker of several pos mines in his native parish—Wheal Music, Wheal 
Charles, United Hills, Wheal Sparrow, and others—from which he realised 
a really handsome fortune. At Wheal Music, at a depth of merely afew 
fathoms from the surface, was discovered a rich bunch of copper ore, out 
of which thousands and thousands of pounds went into the old captain’s 
pockets. He was a man of eccentric habits, and rather delighted in bein 
thought to be, as he really was, uneducated ; yet he possessed that shrew 
cunning 80 often displayed by persons of his kind. The anecdotes of his 
eccentricities would fill a volume, but as none of them are of an very 
witty turn or utility,.we forbear obtruding them before the world, and 
merely introduce Capt. Oates as a persevering and most successful miner. 
It would have been unpardonable to have omitted him, as he obtained 
by his extraordinary success and ecentricities a celebrity almost unequalled 
except by— 

Capt. Joszrn Oporrs - Camborne)—a man of extraordinary abilities 
as a mine agent, a bal seller, a wit, and animprovident. Volumes might 
have been, and I believe have been, written—I am sure they have been 

spoken—of the sayings and doings of Capt. Joe Odgers, but, as Paddy is 
reported to have said, “‘ Half that is said Capt. Joe said, Capt. Joe never 
said.” To say the worst of Capt. Joe, he was injudicious, improvident, 
careless; to say the best is to say he was a good miner, He was - 
natured—aye, — too -natured, as he found to his cost, in the latter 

art of his life. Ca t. Joe, however, was the author of a book, and that 

ook the history of his own life, trials, and sufferings—a most extraor- 
dinary work of its kind, To him many of the mines near Camborne owe 
their origin: he was the first to set the Legossick Mine, near Wade- 
bridge, to work. This mine was afterwards known as Carthew Consols, 
but is now discontinued. Capt. Odgers was one of those who delighted 
in his conversation to let you know he was “ out-and-out Cornish,” as he 
invariably spoke in the broadest dialect. He, poor fellow, had sad vicis- 
witudes: he know every phase of life, from affluence to beggary. The 
writer of these articles knew him in all, and knew also that, had it not 
been from improvidence, he would never have needed to have hawked his 
“own life,” as he appropriately termed it. This individual has been 
made the foundation of more stories illustrating Cornish simplicity and 
London wit, and vice versa, than any individual who ever lived, but, as 
before hinted, not a tithe of which are facts, though many of them are 
very amusing when told in the Cornish dialect, the proper intonation of 
which constitutes half their merit. This worthy has been dead for man 
years : not so his name, which, in connection with Cornish story, will 
survive for generations, 


It is really delightful to turn from a a of regret, like the last, to 
& miner, a wit, a man of extraordinary ability, and a gentleman— 

_ Capt. ANpRew Vivian (of Camborne) to whose care, judgment, and abi- 
lity, many mines in that locality not only owed their existence, but their 
success. No man’s opinion was more looked up to or esteemed in his day, 
nor was any man’s society, toa certain degree, more cultivated. The friend 
and associate of Woolff, of Trevithick, of Hornblower, and other machin- 
ists, he became one himself; and let whoever will claim the honour, Andrew 
Vivian was the first who ran a locomotive. He spent his earnings in 
trying experiments: his watchword was “ Onward.” Many most valu- 
able improvements in mining machinery were suggested and carried out 
by him. A man of most unassuming manners, of Tiandest courtesy, he 
— desirous of communicating every information he 
particularly to the young—the author owed him many obligations on this 
score. This modest, talented, contented little man dwelt respected and 
beloved to a good old age, leaving a numerous family of descendants, who 
now fill the hiatus his loss created. e writer fancies he can see the 
little captain in his little gig, with the little pony, returning from the 
mine, the passing miners taking off their hats with “ Good night, Captain 
Andra” —** God bless ye, Capt. Andra.” No further compliment need be 
added. One of his witticisms is really too rich to be lost. Being in Lon- 
don on one occasion with a west country banker (a celebrated methodist, 
at that time notorious for his sanctimony), who was anxious to purchase 
a new lock for the bank, entered a locksmith’s shop for that purpose. After 
repeated trials, nothing would suit the banker, and the locksmith, getting 
out of all patience, not knowing his customer, threw one on the counter, 
with the exclamation, ‘‘ There’s one the Devil can’t open!” on which Capt. 
Andrew said, “‘ Buy it, Mr. C.—buy it, Mr. C.! it will suit you exactly.” 
“What can I do with it, Capt. Andrew?” “ Put it on your coffin, to be 
sure!” was the reply. The banker never forgave the joke; but sought 
every opportunity to ruin the fortunes of the injudicious joker. A timely 
warning to practical jokers.

- Original Correspoutente. 
THE MINING SCHOOL, TRURO. 

Srn,—I thank your “ Correspondent in West Cornwall ” for his kind 
reports of our movements, which appear in your Journal from time to 
time, but I hope to see him a little less desponding in future, for nothing 
tends more to the failure of any institution than the constant expression 
of doubt ing its success. 

I agree with your correspondent, that if the Members for the western 
division of the county were to take the matter in hand Cornwall might 
soon boast of its Mining School, but they would find that such an institu- 
tion should possess something more than a laboratory for the use of the 
students, and that it would be rather too much to expect the teachers to 
provide their own philosophical apparatus, collections of minerals, models, 
&c., for the illustration of their lessons. 

If your correspondent would visit the Museum of the Royal Institution, 
he would be very soon convinced that the two former of these are already 
formed, and I am glad that our endeavours toform the latter so thoroughly 
receive his approbation as to render it desirable in the school he would 
establish in ruthorCamborne. But, I think, both your correspondent 
and the Members for West Cornwall would be inclined to count the cost, 
ere they would consent to the outlay of money and loss of time necessary 
to the formation of a suitable museum, when the best public collections 
the county possesses, so freely rendered available for the uses of the pre- 
sent establishment, would be as freely offered to such future school. 
The facilities afforded by the West Cornwall Railway, enable our stu- 
dents to make excursions to the western mines without inconvenience ; 
and when the Cornwall Railway is opened we shall have the same facili- 
ties for visiting the mines to the east of Truro, and I think your corre- 
spondent will agree that the visits of mining students should not be con- 
fined to the mines of one particular district. 

In conclusion, [ would observe, that our second year’s pupils have dur- 
ing the present session surveyed two mines adjoining one another, and 
nearly a mile and a half in length, and have nearly completed the plans; 
besides which, we have visited some of the most important copper, tin, 
and lead mines in the county, one day in the week being generally de- 
voted to this purpose. This will, I hope, show to your correspondent, and 
to others who may read his remarks, that the governors of the Mining 
School have not sacrificed the mining department for that of chemistry, 
in their selection of Truro as the most desirable place for the establishing 
that institution.—May 27.

We must not forget that in the 
Chairman of that committee we have one of the greatest enemies to mining that was 
ever raised in the country. I do not believe that Mr. Nicholas Kendall is actuated 
by an ill-feeling towards the miner; his talents are but of very mediocre order ; he 
wishes to attain notoriety. Unable to cope with, or signalise himself on, any of the 
leading topics of the day, he naturally lays hold of a subject which, although he un- 
derstands but little of its merits, those who are connected with it know still less. I 
would ask, is the mineral industry of the country to be tam: with, because would- 
be Solons of this genus wish to thrast themselves into public notice? Is the prosperity 
of hundreds of men and their families to be jeopardised, for the purpose of gratifying 
the petty and mischievous ambition of a clique of pseudo-legislators? If we take as 
our rallying word “ One and All,” and act up to it, depend upon it this iniquitous and 
ill-judged measure will never be a law, But one course is open to all those who are 
interested in mining and the welfare of the miners, for both interests are identical, 
and cannot be separated. In all the metalliferous districts let both the working miner 
and the adventurer ous together; leta sound and wholesome agitation be 
commenced ; let every mine account-house have a petition ready for signature, to be 

resented to Parliament. Do not let our adversaries taunt us with apathy; we must 
up and doing. The committees of the several mines ed in the metropolis 
should meet and coalesce, so as to endeavour to defeat this precious attempt at legis- 
lation, and thereby consign the bill to the care,of a Nicholas of more ancient fame 
than the one who at present has taken charge of it. 

Your able advocacy of the rights of the miner has never been wanting, and I trust 
that in this present crisis your helping band will, as usual, be held forward to assist 
us; and it is to be hoped that in all the metalliferous districts we shall obtain the he! 
of the local press to assist usin our just cause. The least inaction on our part will 
be construed into a triumph by our enemies; even if money should be required it 
ought to be fortheoming. It is always easier to impose an unjust tax than to obtain 
its repeal. Our duty is to prevent its being levied, and, if necessary, some eminent 
counsel should be retained, to be heard against itsenactment. I may probably be con- 
sidered by some as an alarmist: let our enemies see that we are fully prepared for the 
encounter, and then possibly they will see the necessity of desisting from their mis- 
chievous and puling attempts at | .

EXPLOSIONS IN MINES. 


Srr,—Feeling that the frequency of explosions of inflammable air in mines, accom, 
panied as they are with such a deplorable loss of life, makes it the duty of every one 
to endeavour to contribute towards the discovery of a preventative, induces me to 


send you this communication, in the hope that this suggestion may prove useful. 

I have long thought that by the construction of an apparatus, simple and, I should 
think, not very expensive, the foul air may be withdrawn from the deepest mines, so 
effectually as to make explosions im ble, and thus to ensure the safety of the 
miners. My plan is this—to fasten along the roofs of the workings a number of pipes 
radiating from the side of the shaft to the innermost recesses of the mine, leaving 
the ends of the pipes open at the places to which the foul air ascends, and carrying the 
other ends into a pipe of greater diameter, er up the side of the shaft from 
the bottom to the surface, and led from thence under and into the furnace of the 
steam-engine. It appears t@ me that the ——_ of the farnace would create such a 
suction of air through the upright pipe, the branch pipes, and from the workings, 
into the branch pipes, acting too continously, night ana day, without intermission, 
as would, if the pipes are made of sufficient capacity, rapidly and effectually draw 
off all the foul air generated in any mine. I sug; carrying the end of the pipe at 
surface into the furnace, from the idea that the ignition of the foul air and heat of 
the furnace would increase the intensity of the draught through the pipes, and by 
consequence the rapidity with which the workings would be relieved of the foul air. 
if there be any objection to its being taken into the furnace, it might be led into the 
chimney- stack. 

Should such an apparatus as that su; ed be put into operation, I should expect it 
also to act as a complete ventilator of the mine. The air sent down the shaft by atmo- 
spheric pressure would, of course, spread through the workings, filling the spaces 
from which the foul air is withdrawn, and would in its turn be drawu off through the 
pipes to the furnace, »nd thus « stream of atmospheric air would be kept up so long 
as the apparatus is kept in working order. 

The insufficiency of the present mode of ventilation to prevent ——- is proved 
by their frequent occurrence. I have never been in a mine, but I understand that 
the workings are generally tothe rise of the metals, and consequently to higher levels 
than the openings into them from tho shaft, and the foul air generated in these higher 
levels, not having any means of escape, ascends to the highest point in the roofs, and 
accumulates at and under that point, unless and until it is forcibly expelled by arti- 
ficial means, which is done by a current of atmospheric air; that in this current the 

foul air intermixes with the atmospt.cric air, and the mixed mass becomes explosive. 
Indeed, the newspapers, in reporting the evidence given at a late jury trial in'Glae- 
gow, in a case of damages for loss of life by explosion, represent Mr. Landell, an 
engineer, as having stated in evidence, that “‘ when a current is kept up, and the more 
completely, in short, a mine is veatilated, the more rapidly does any foul air that es-

Mr. HOWELL’S PATENT FOR MAKING CAST-STEEL. 


S1rx,—In the Mining Journal of April 23 is a paragraph respecting the above pa- 
tent. Economy in manufacture isa principle of great importance, and he who can 
successfully introduce it is very well deserving the thanks and respects of his country~ 
men, Some of your readers would doubtless like to hear Mr. Howell’s explanation 
of his patent, the “scales” from iron and steel being unlikely to produce anything 
like a remunerative portion of metal. It is a well-known fact that if a bar of iron or 
steel be heated to a certain point, and then laid aside to cool, a of “scale” 
will be found to have risen to the surface, and, if examined, be found to have 
some of the rties of the metal, but if it be put under the , OF passed 
through the rollers, coat after coat will come away from the same bar. It is certain 
that the operation of hammering, rolling, &c., closes the pores of the substance, and 
expels the impurities of the metal, for the smaller the size the bar is rolled or tilted 
to, the finer will appear the ma‘ —or, practically speaking, the closer the grain. 

It may be observed that the process of rolling and hammering iron or steel wastes 
the substance from 2 to 5 lbs. per cwt., smaller sizes much more. Two causes 
be assigned for the loss—the action of the fire, and the separation of the baser 
cles, which the process of working brings out. The “scales” which Mr. Howell uses 
certainly contain portions of iron, but it is incorporated with the matter furnished by 
the coals with which the metal is beated. The true test of iron and steel is its pro- 
pensity to rust, but “scales” will not do so, consequently the metal must be v 
scarce, or so united with other properties as to lose its primary distinction. I thi 
there will be considerable expense in producing iron or steel worth a consideration 
from the plan pursued by Mr. Howell. Ali the forges, rolling-mills, and machinery 
in Sheffield would far: too small a quantity of scales to make an amount of mate. 
rial worth notice, and carriage from any other place would be more than the value of 
the materia! extracted from the proportionate quantity of “ scales,” 

There are other kinds of refuse in the manufacturing business of Sheffield—filings, 
borings, turnings, and other smal! particles, which have long been used to some ad- 
vantage.

The Flora of the Coal Measures was the richest and most luxurian 
at least, individual productions with which the fossil botanist has formed any acquain- 
tance. Never before or since did our planet bear so rank a vegetation as that of which 
the numerous coal seams and inflammable shales of the carboniferous period form but 
a portion of the remains—the portion spared in the first instance by dissipation and 
decay, and in the second by the denuding agencies. Almost all our coal—the stored 
up fuel of a world—forms but a comparatively small part of the produce of this won- 
derful flora, Amid much that was so strange and antique of type in its productions 
as to set the analogies of the botanist at fault, there occur! one solitary order, 
not a few of whose species closely resembled their congeners of the present time; 1 re- 
fer, of course, to its ferns. And these seem to have formed no smal! proportion of the 
entire flora of the period. Francis estimates the recent dorsiferous ferns of Great 
Britain at thirty-five species, and the species of all the other genera at more— 
forty-one species in all. And as the flowering plants of the country do not full short 
of 1400 species, the ferns bear to them the rather small ion of about 1 to 35: 
whereas of the British coal meabure flora, in which we not yet reekon quite 300 
species of plants, about 120 were ferns. Three-sevenths of the entire carboniferous 
flora of Britain belonged to this familiar cluss, and for about 50 more we can 
discover no nearer analogies than those which connect them with the fern a'lies. 
And if with the British coal measure we include those also of the Continent and Ame- 
rica, we shall find the proportions in favour of the ferns still greater. Rising in the 
scale from the lower to the higher vegetable forms of the system—from its ferns to 
its trees we find great conifers, so great that they must have raised their heads more 
than 100 ft. over the soil: and such was their abundance in this neighbourhood, that 
one can scarce examine a fragment of eoal besides one’s household fire that is not 
charged with their carbonised remains. We. have thus in the numerous ferns and 
coniferous trees of the coal measures known objects by w to conceive of some of 
the more prominent features of the flora of which they composed so large a part. 
We have not inadequate conceptions of at once the giants of its forests and the green 
swathe of its plains and bill sides, of its mighty trees and its dwarf underwood, of

The proprietors are aware that, about the middle of December last, great excite- 
ment was created in the south of Ireland by some misconstruction of a decision given 
by the Irish Lord Chancellor, relative to the responsibility of the shareholders of

The National Bank, havingthe most branches in that district, had to bear the storm 
in its greatest force; but the directors have nothing to regret in being thas casually 
placed, on that occasion, in so prominent a position, since the result must prove to 
the public and to the shareholders that the directors had their resources promptly at 
command ; and the foregoing account of the assets of the bank, immediately after the 
excitement had ended, must show how fully prepared they were for all contingencies. 
Very nearly the whole of the gold then sent over, being no longer required, has been 
returned to this country, and is again profitably employed. The depositsand cireu- 
lation have risen to nearly half a million more than dt this time last year, and such 

investments as were for the moment disturbed have been replaced even at some little 
profit; while at no time was the usual accommodation toghe cus‘omers of the bank 

in any way curtailed. 

The directors, observing the difficulty which the officers of the bank frequently ex- 

perienced in providing satisfactory security for the faithful discbarge of their duties,

The directors have to lament the loss, within a short period, by death, of two of 
their colleagues, R. R. Guiness, Esq. of Dublin, and James Hartley, Erq , of London ; 
and they have now to report that, in compliance with the terms of the deed of settle. 
ment, they have filled up the vaqeney cegeeionee by the decease of Mr. R. R. Guiness, 
by the election of John Harvey Lewis, Esq., High Sheriff of the County of Kildare, 
generally resident in London. While, as a proof of the high regard in which their 
late friend, Mr. Hartley, was held by them, and to evinee their sense of the lively 
interest he ever in promoting the + yf of the bank, the directors have 
unanimously selected his nephew and partuer, B. H. Hartley, Eeq.. for his successor ;

, and twice the number of cattle had been sold at neariy double ibe price; the 
e ad teen that the landlord was receiving his rent, and the farmer could indulge 
in luxuries; whilst the lavourer was well paid, and frequently a cow or a pig could 
be seen at their cabin doors. (Cheers.) But the prosperity of Ireland was further 
demonstrated by the diminution of crime—in 1851, upwarde of 10,000 were in cus- 
tody, and last year not 4000. Processes of a civil nature for dedt bad become reduced 
in a similar proportion. These circumstances had all tended to the benefit of the 
bank, and they would find that the profits of the last year had exceeded any of the 
preceding; for, after payment of the dividend of 6 per vent, and the bonus, the re- 
serve fund was upwards of 100,090/. Through affairs that bad taken place in Tippe- 
rary, they bad a run upon the bank there, and within six days they had to send 400,000/, 
bat notwithstanding that pressure they bad in hand gold to the amount of 747,746/,, 
thus proving they had ample means to mert any ingency.

12 per cent, ean be obtained for money, nothing short of certain success will induce 
capitalists tc invest in mines. We may refer again and again to companies yielding 
1234 to 15, 20, and even 25 per cent., in two-monthly and quarterly dividends ; still 
the man of money will hesitate to embark whenever more than ordinary interest can 
pe obtained, with ample security, and involving no risk of capital, - Such is and has 
been the case during the current year, and brokers acknowledge the truth, when they 
assert that at present no busi is tr ted.

“OLD MEN.” 

The novice in mining matters, in reading mining prospectuses of various 
parts of England, Wales, and Scotland, must have been frequently struck 
at meeting with the words “old men,” “the old man,” “ the skipper,” in 
them. As it may be interesting to them to know the true meaning of the 
terms, I will devote a few lines to their elucidation. 


Well, the “old men” (under whatever denomination) were good miners, 
who wrought out the backs of the lodes, and as soon as they touched water, 
or the lode became unproductive, ‘‘ knocked the bal ;” their works, from 
the remotest antiquity, as proved by the blocks of tin and lead discovered 
in the remains, down to within the period just antecedent to the discovery 
of the steam-engine, are all included in this category. In Yorkshire, the 
“old man” has been very busy, as the extensive works on the moors 
abundantly testify, the immense flat veins formerly existing there being 
well and carefully wrought, very little being left above water for the 
“‘young men.” ‘The perpendicular veins, too, where practicable and dis- 
covered, have been wrought to the surface. To follow the “old man” 
in such situations is very expensive, and very difficult, as some companies 
have found to their cost, and more wiil do ere long: if a mine contain 
flat veins, the “ old man” is pretty sure to have been there, and to have 
done his duty ory, 

In Flintshire, the “old men” have been particularly busy, and doubt- 

less very successful. ‘Their barrows are to be found on all the hills where 
mineral is to be discovered: near Newmarket are some most extensive and 
curious workings, wrought by these redoubtable worthies on the very apex 
of the mountain (limestone), as I judge, for copper, from the appearances 
of the debris and of the excavations, but a most singular place for such a 
deposit, certainly. 
‘0 judge from the appearance of the works, being in small patches, I 
fancy the ancient mode of working was then as at present practised in the 
mente part of that county—by “‘take-notes” of small spots of ground, 
a few score yards square, by a number of poor men, who only worked at 
intervals during the dry season of the year at mining; but assoon as the 
wet season set in, they returned their proceeds, and resumed their usual 
avocations in agriculture, &c. This squatting system sadly interferes 
with the well-doing of many extensively worked mines ; but it still appears 
to be a remnant of an ancient system, as does the custom of dividing the 
mine into ounces; the mine consisting of 16 ounces, orshares. It sounds 
very odd, when asking, ‘‘ What interest do you hold ina mine?” to be 
answered “‘T have half an ounce.” But use reconciles all things, 

Cardiganshire, also, has abundant proofs of the “old men’s” presence, 
the wild moors and mountains being heaped into rude shapes by these in- 
dustrious people. Derby, also, testifies to their ability ; but in Devon and 
Cornwall their great works are to be found. All the stream-works have 
been worked by them before record existed. Their descendant, still * old 
men,” wrought them over again; and at the present day the young 
streamers, though now but very few, earn a scanty living by washing the 
stent over a third time. 

In certain parishes there is scarcely a tin lode that has not been detected 
and wrought by these mysterious parties, whose works may be traced in 
some instances, such as Kit Hill, for miles on the backs of the lodes, where 
they appeared to have surface-worked for tin, no doubt with considerable 
success, or they would not have done so to such a great extent. 

Near St, Austell, however, is the grand instance of the “ old men’s” 
perseverance. On the top of the hill, at Carclase, is the largest excavation 
as atin deposit. This has been continuously wrought until the circuit of 
it is a mile round. This is said to have been discovered by these worthies, 
as well as the extensive works scattered alloverthecommon. It doesnot 
appear the “ old men” were so Nea | distributed in Devon, their atten- 
tion being confined to the neighbourhood of Dartmoor and Ashburton, 
where traces of their presence are to be found. It does not appear as if 
copper received much of their attention, except in a malleable or very rich 
state. At the Poltimore Mine, North Devon, they certainly wrought for 
that mineral, and at one or two neighbouring places; but they seem to 
have been unacquainted with the yellow sulphurets of copper; and, even 
to this day, I have seen it treated with contempt as “sulphur” in many 
parts of Yorkshire and North Wales. 

Depend on it, the presence of the ‘old men” is a good augury for tin 
or lead mining to the young ones, if they have not removed all, or if the 
lodes hold down, for they may rely the “old men” were not only good 
judges of ground, but good miners ! Gro. Henwoop.

Mixe Inspecrive Acents.—For some weeks past, a discussion has been going on in 

your Journal with reference to gentlemen who, from being connected with certain 

encee-sful mines, have thereby obtained a large amount of employment as miae in- 
spectors, teo frequently causing them to neglect their own mines, or those of which 
they have undertaken the regular management. This is, of course, extremely an- 
noying to the adventurers, as they ultimately find they have been paying a manager 

a very good salary for the same amount of service as others have obtained for a 

merely nominal sum. No one, therefore, who regards the matter in its proper light 

can dispate the injustice of the agent towards his original employers, and the ten- 
dency which such a system has to cause a monopoly, and prevent other equally in- 
telligent and practical men from elevating themselves. The sole syetem which has 

a more prejudicial effeet upon the miner is the mania for employing fashionable re- 

porters, and this has an equally bad effect upon mining, since a man who spends 

the greater portion of his time in London, and seldom sees a mine, unless calied 
upon to inspect, gives a report which frequently proves absolutely worthless. Upou 
the same principle, it is useless sending an Englishman to inspect in foreign coun- 
tries, or indeed to send any miner to report upon a district totally different from 
that to which he has been accustoned ; and to think that a man is equally compe- 
tent to report upon lead, copper, tin, coal, ‘iron, zine, and gold mines, because he 
has been engaged in mines producing one or two of these metals, is simply absurd, 
and highly detrimental to mining, 1 am of opinion that no man should be en: d 
to inspect a mine, unless he is the manager or one of the captains of a mine in the 
district; and the manner in which I would prevent the injust ce of which I com- 
plain is this Suppose I intended to engage a captain at }0/, a month, I would re- 
quire nim in the first place to sign an agreement to allow the reduction of 10s. for 
every day he might be absent; and that, if he were absent more than six days in 
any one month, the engagement should be considered at an end, without notice. 

This fine should be increased proportionably with the wages. This would enable 

all to obtain efficient captains to inspect, without causing loss to the adventurers,

It has been asserted that a mine isan underground farm, and that it is, 
therefore, quite as just to tax a mine as a farm at surface; but surely no 
one with any knowledge of mining would make this assertion, and we 
think a few words would prove its utter fallacy. In the case of a farm, 
the is in a position to calculate with the greatest facility upon 
the amount of produce he will obtain—the produce usually being in pro- 
portion to the amount of labour and attention bestowed upon the soil ; 
and, moreover, that labour and attention may be continued year after 
year with the same result. If 10,000/. worth of produce be obtained one 
year by the expenditure of 8000/., the cmpe would undoubtedly be 25 per 
cent., and the proprietor might reasonably calculate upon 25 per cent. pro- 
fit every year during which he continued to cultivate the land—the ex- 
ture for manuring and for keeping the land in a productive 
state.

money, and is compelled to sink fresh capital in extending the working.

t must, not, however, be supposed that we would undertake to prove 
mining as uncertain a channel for investment as some of the witnesses be- 
fore he select committee would have it considered ; as we do not hesitate 
to assert that, compared with any other class of speculative enterprise, it 
returns by far the largest profit, and that it will also bear comparison with 
many waletabingn, which eannot be called speculative, For example, by 
calculating the total amount expended upon, and received in dividends, 
from mines, and taking the same items for either railways, canals, or ma- 
nufacturing establishments, it will be found that there isa vast difference 
in favour of mines; but in each of these classes of undertakings, the pro- 
prietors can see the work that is beforethem, and if they make less profit 
than caleulated upon, it can but arise from false calculations. Without, 
then, condemning mining as @ most uncertain employment, or lauding it, 
and declaring that it is impossible that a mine can fail if properly con- 
ducted, we contend that mining is an occupation which is so far of a spe- 
culative character, that the taxation of mines, whether diredtly or indi- 
rectly, could not fail to check it; whilst, from the benefit resulting, and 
derived by the entire country, it is desirable that every encouragement 
should be afforded. 





A few weeks since, our readers will remember, that we transcribed the 
new resolution of the Stock Exchange, adopted on the opinion, it was 
asserted, of the then Solicitor-General, Mr. ‘ on Ae Wort ey, in conse- 
quence of a question which arose in the Committee of the “ House” as to 
whether companies registered under the Limited Liability Act could issue 
scrip certificates. The reply of the learned functionary was not promul- 
ated in its own language, as it is contrary to the etiquette of the Stock 
xchange togive publicity tosuch documents, and, consequently, the public 
has to arrive at its own conclusion on the basis of the resolution adopted 
by the Committee, but which, in this case, is so ambiguous that it is utterly 
impossible to determine the law in the matter, We dwelt at some length 
on this subject at the time, and pointed out the self-contradiction of the 
new rule, which declares that scrip may be issued, if it bears a penny stamp, 
and accompanied with a declaration on the face of it, that it will be ex- 
changed for shares within two months aftez the concession is obtained ; 
the case having arisen from an application of the Geelong and Ballarat 
Railway to be officially recognised, having complied with accustomed 
rules and regulations, but being the first railway association registered 
under the new Act of Parliament. We contended that the issue of scrip, 
under any circumstances, was cither legal or illegal. If legal, that no li 
mitation could be applied to its circulation; and, if illegal, that it ought 
not to be acknowledged, even for a limited period; and hence the disap- 
pointment experienced by the non-production of the opinion of the Soli- 
citor-General that his views might be clearly understood. 
The company which led to this resolution on the part of the Stock Ex- 
change has determined to remain, as it now stands, until intelligence 
is received from Australia. The Ottoman Railway Company has, how- 
ever, just been announced, not only in direct opposition to the accepted 
terms of the Limited Liability Act, but in an antagonistic spirit to the 
dictum of the Stock Exchange. The law says that the shareholders must 
be registered before the first annual meeting, and the Stock Exchange de- 
clares that scrip shall not be marketable, or in any way acknowledged, 
yond two months after the concession is granted. The Ottoman Railway 
Company has its concession, and yet the prospectus declares that the 
shares are to bearer—that is scrip, and the liability limited to the amount 
actually paid on the shares, This company, in fact, claims the advantages 
of the Limited Liability Act, yet disregards the injunctions of that Act ; 
while, with reference to the new rule of the Stock Exchange, it virtually 
declares its determination to disregard it. How the Committee of the 
“ House” will act remains to be seen, and much necessarily depends on 
the course pursued. If this company is permitted to circulate its scrip 
the resolution alluded to becomes a dead letter, and injustice will have been 
done to the Geelong and Ballarat Company. It may, perhaps, be argued 
that the Ottoman Railway Company is a foreign enterprise, and not bound 
by the laws of this country ; but this cannot for a moment hold good when 
the executive is formed, and carries on its operations here, independent of 
the capital being raised in England. It seems to us that the question of 
scrip, or shares, is now brought toan issue, and the conduct of the Stock 
Exchange, as respects the Ottoman Railway Company, will determine the 
matter as far as the dictum of the Committee isconcerned. We may here 
mention that the object of this enterprise is the construction of a line of 
railway from Smyrna to Aiden, under a concession from the Turkish 
Government, with a guaranteed interest of 6 per cent. on the amount ex- 
pended, The capital is to be 1,200,000/., in 60,000 shares of 20/, each, 
and the promoters are to receive 34 per cent. on the capital, in consider- 
ation of their interest in the undertaking. The Turkish Government 
Stock of 6 per cent. is now 54 to 6 per cent. discount in this market. 
Another point which the Stock Exchange Committee has hitherto in- 
sisted upon in their recognition of joint-stock companies will be deter- 
mined, at least as regards the law on the subject, by the Court of Exche- 
uer. It is now required that two-thirds of the capital shall be subscribed 
or and paid, before dealings in the shares of such companies are officially 
recognised.

An invitation has been given tothe 
colliery proprietors, and they are requested at the same time to allow the 
overmen, bailiffs, and schoolmasters in their employment to be present. 

Certificates will be one by the Bristol Trade School for chemistry, 
mathematics, natural philosophy, and mechanics; and on the same days 
all overmen and colliers who can pass a satisfactory examination in one 
or.more of the above subjects will receive from the Committee of Coal- 
masters certificates of approval. It is with satisfaction that we shall look 
forward to the result of these examinations; the instruction the pupils 
have received has been of a practical and useful nature. By the award- 
ing of prizes, a healthy spirit of emulation is excited ; it is not to be an- 
ticipated that all will be equally fortunate in receiving the su r re- 
ward of merit, but, to those that are successful, we would say, steadily 
pursue the course you have already commenced; and those who have 
not been enabled to attain the goal of their ambition, we would exort 
steadily to persevere, so that by diligence and application they be found 
at a no distant period worthier to receive the meed of praise. The im 
portant question of educating the miner has been very long in abeyance ; 
brighter times are now dawning, and many years will, we trust, not elapse 
before our miners will be as eminent for scientific attainments as they are 
now for practical abilities, 








On various occasions we have shown the extraordinarily rapid manner 
in which the trade was inereasing between Creat Britain and her Austra- 
lian Colonies, and the document now issued by the Board of Trade, in re- 
spect to the exports and imports of this country, establishes to the fullest 
extent all that we have said or anticipated on this important subject—in- 
deed, they exceed our most sanguine calculations. They demonstrate 
statistically that as regards the exports from the United Kingdom for 
the first three months of this year, Australia is third in degree of com- 
mercial importance. This is a startling fact, and is unmistakable evi- 
dence of the value which attaches to all our relations with the different 
colonies which constitute Australia, or rather Australasia, whether they 
have respect to agricultural pursuits, to which we alluded in our last 
number, the production of her precious metals, the growth of wool, exten- 
sion of railways, construction of docks, or any other point for the general 
development of her vast capabilities and extensive resources in all that is 
necessary to render England, through the means of Australia, independent 
of many continental countries, but more especially Russia. During the 
month, ending April 30, we received no less than 5,387,671 Ibs. of wool, 
which is at the rate of 60,000,000 lbs. per annum ; of tallow we obtained 
thence during the same month 14,886 ewts.; of hides, 9996 cwts.; and 
976 tons of copper. We leave the precious metals completely out of the 
question. In these particulars Australia far surpasses our East India pos- 
sessions, In thesame returns, it appears that the wool received from the 
last-named places was 1,042,853 lbs., or less than one-fifth of that from 
Australia; hides were 7919 ewts., or 2000 cwts, less. Of tallow and 
copper, or the precious metals, there was, of course, nothing received from 
our East Indian dependencies; but of sugar we had 48,077 cwts.; of 
cotton, 243,018 ewts. ; hemp, 3828 cwts., and silk, 196,539 lbs. Whether 
these articles, which are not found enumerated in our imports from Aus- 
tralia, will likewise be produced, remains yet to be seen ; but it is quite 
clear that grain of every kind, and of the finest description, will be su 
plied to our markets; consequently, it is only fair to assume that within 
one or two years the importance of our Australian colonies, in a commer- 
cial sense, will far exceed our East Indian possessions ; while the coat of 
the two to this-country, as respects standing army, &c,, is not to be com- 
pared for a moment,—the one is enormous as set against the other. India

THE MINING AND INDUSTRIAL INTERESTS OF CORNWALL. 
[PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN WEST CORNWALL. ] 

May 28.—The standard declined last week, but not to such an extent 
as to lead to the supposition that prices are about to materially drop. In 
comparison with the previous week's sale the fall was, indeed, rather con- 
siderable; but that is not a fair comparison, as the ores of the eastern 


mines sell ata lower standard than the western. The only proper way of | 


ascertaining the real amount of decline is by comparing last week’s sale 
with previous eastern sales; and the following figures will show those 
sales for the last three months :—

The “ ore copper” column shows that the standard has declined, and 
comparing the sale on May 21 with that on April 23, the decline is to the 
amount of 3s. 7d. per ton of ore. It is thought by some that the reason 
of the decline is to be found in the fact that the smelters have lately agreed 
to allow the copper dealers 3 per cent. discount, instead of 25 as hitherto, 
for cash for copper ; and that, of course, if the smelters make any conces- 
sion of this kind, they will take care to reimburse themselves out of the 
miners’ pockets. Some of the smelters’ friends would en Jeavour to make 
the public believe that the smelters give exceedingly high prices for cop- 
per ore, more indeed than they can well afford; that they do not allow 
themselves a sufficient margin for profits; and that if ever a miners’ com- 
pany should be established to smelt ores, the miners would be entirely 
disappointed in the result, for they would get a Jess price for their ores 
than they do now. All this is sometimes very plausibly put, but, unfor- 
tunately, the arguments are contradicted by the facts. To listen to the 
advocates, you might suppose that the smelters make very small profits ; 
but, on looking at the facts, you see that they make large fortunes; and 
you know that they can and do communicate with each other as to prices; 
and you know that the miners must accept whatever prices they offer, 
because there are no other purchasers, and the mine managers must have 
the cash to carry on their works. 

At the same time, it must be conceded that the smelters have given the 
miners good prices during the present year, and up to the present point 
there has not been evinced any disposition to complain of them, It is also 
understood—at least it is said so by the smelters’ people—that notwith- 
standing the reduction of fine copper to 1262. per ton, the sale continues 
slow, and has not revived to the extent anticipated. Probably this is the 
chief cause of the reduction of the standard which took place last week. 
But that reduction was not such as to justify the conclusion that the price 
of fine copper is about to be reduced below 126/. per ton. Before that is 
done there must be a much more considerable reduction of the standard 
than has yet taken place, as will be evident on referring to the prices 
given for the last three or four years. At the third sale in May, 1854, 
the price of ore copper was 97/. 163.; May, 1855, 98/. 63,; and at the 
third sile in May, 1857, the price (as stated above) was 977. 14s. In 1854 
and 1855 fine copper was continued throughout each year at 126/. per ton, 
and it is observable that the price of ore copper last week was within a 
trifle of the same amounts as in the corresponding weeks of 1854 and 
1855; so that, on this comparison, it seems highly probable that 1267, 
per ton will be maintained for fine copper, as in 1854 and 1865. The de- 
cline, therefore, last week in the copper standard does not afford ground 
for believing that the price of cake copper will soon be reduced, as it was 
in June last year. Ore copper was much lower at this time last year than 
itis now. At the third sale in May, 1956, the price was 88/.7s.; and as 
it was last week 977. 14s., the advantage to the miner of this year’s sale 
is 11s. 31. per ton of ore over the last; and that amount is considerable 
on the Devon Conso!s sale last week of 2276 tons. 

The Swansea sales, last week, of British and foreign ores dropped quite

THE IRON AND COAL TRADES OF STAFFORDSHIRE, 

[PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN WOLVERHAMPTON, ] 
May 29.—The quiet steadiness which has for some time marked the Iron 
trade, and the absence of speculation, arising from the dearness of money, 
makes it difficult from week to week to say more respecting it than to re- 
peat what has been previously stated. Tho same steadiness prevails. 
There is no great briskness, but the works are generally fully employed, 
and the expenditure for the relief of paupers indicates that the workmen 
are more generally employed than at this time last year. The reduction 
of the American tariff has not led to any remarkably increased demand 
from that country. Orders given now could not be delivered before the 
new tariff takes effect; and the absence of any great addition to the de- 
mand from the States appears to show that the concession will not have 
a very great influence upon the demand from this country. Some are of 
opinion that the iron trade is being so rapidly developed in America, and 
the facilities for conveyance of materials and transmission of the metal to 
all parts of the country being so greatly increased, that the Americans may 
gradually reduce their import duties without exposing themselves to a 
greater comparative competition, 

It will be seen from the Board of. Trade returns for April, which are, 
doubtless, fully analysed elsewhere, that the export of iron—especially 
pigs, and bar, bolt, and rod—continues to show a steady increase, even 
over the large exports of 1856, 

With respect to the general trades of the district a tendency to improve- 
ment appears to prevail. In Walsall, whilst the trade cannot be said to 
be by any means active, increased orders are spoken of, especially for the 
Australian market. The cessation of the military demand has naturally 
exercised considerable influence in depressing the harness and saddlery 
trades of that town, and the high price of leather has kept back orders or 
reduced them to a small compass. 

In Willenhall manufacturers are well supplied with orders, and the 
workmen are fully employed. The principal manufacture carried on in 
this town is that of locks, in various branches, each kind being made by 
different manufacturers: door locks, padlocks, trunk, chest, and cup- 
board locks all being produced in separate establishments. The manufac- 
ture of locks, in Willenhall is increasing rapidly. The other principal 
trades are curry combs, door bolts, gridirons, wood screws, &c. A single 
establishment manufactures ten thousand dozen door locks annually, and 
forty thousand dozen curry combs. Of the manufactures about half are 
| exported principally to the United States, Australia, and South America. 
| The latter country is fast increasing itsimports. In the first three months 
of the present year it imported British goods to an amount equal to what 

is sent to the Hanse Towns, which greatly exceeds what any other coun- 
| try on the continent of Europe takes. Brazil has imported, in the first 
four months of the present year, more than one-third more hardware goods 
from this country than in 1856, New markets for these products are con- 
stantly opening up, and India promises to be an excellent customer, It 
has been remarked that as civilisation advances, and the peaceful pur- 
suits of industry take the place of hunting, war, and robbery, and as 
wealth consequently accumulates, the necessity for improved artificial | 
means to guard life and property is necessarily felt.

Mortve-Power.—Mr, C. E. Mony, Paris, proposes to make the motive- 
power act by intermediary gearing, or two wheels with endless chain, on two or more 
toothed pinions on the shaft of which these wheels are fixed, the teeth of which pinions 
take into the teeth with whieh the outer or inner periphery of two or more large 
wheels are furnished, which large wheels serve as fly-wheels, and for transmitting the 
power. The pinionsdo not rest in bearings; andas by the action of the above-named 
chain wheels they would rise on the periphery of the ssid large wheels, they are pre- 
vented therefrom by a counter weight applied Lo the shaft of the said pinions, whereby, 
consequently, they act only for working, these large wheels revolve, thereby increas- 
ing the action of these latter. The result of the invention, consequently, is to prop 
up or sustein tLwoor more pinions on the teeth of two or more large wheels, and thus 
doing away with the friction the journals of euch pinions would be liable to if sus- 
pended in the ordinary way by their journals. 


Borinc ror Water on Miyino.—Mr. William Austin, whose name is 
familiar to our readers as the author of many excellent inventions in connec'ion with 
the sanitary improvement of the metropolis, proposes to employ bis system of dove- 
tailed blocks for mining and coal pit enafting, lighthouses, tunnels, andsewers. An 
air-tight wall couid be formed, which would materially assist ventilation, and dimi- 
nish the number of accidents generally, Mr, Austin refers to the success which has 
attended the efforts of Mr. Kind, a German enineer, whore invention has long since 
been described in the Mining Journal, and anticipates that by employing Mr. Kind’s 
apparatus in conjunction with his blocks Artesian wells could be bored in London, by 
which an ample supply of soft water could be secured to the inhabitants, and, in case 
of fire, water could be thrown over tie bighest houses without the use of engines. 
By the use of his blocks and iron ring base curbs, refuge towers or lighthouses, and 
sea boundary walls, could be firmly planted on the Godwin Sands, extending along 
the edge or boundary, and enclosing the whole area. Or a safe landing pier could be 
constructed at Mairas, which has hitherto been considered impossible, ** simply be- 
cause the right metho’ has not been suggested before.” 


Conversion or Tron into Steet.—Mr, J. H. Browne, of the Reform 
Club, has furnished the following particulars respecting the Abbe Pauvert’s invention 
for making steel (noticed in last week’s Journal), to enable the public to Judge of the 
importance of the discovery. The Abbe Pauvert, alter long and laborious researches 
into the nature of iron and its varied combinations with carbon, has found that in 
order to obtain different qualities of steel from iron, regard mast be had not only to 
the purity of the iron and the quantity of carbon combined with it, but also to the 
mode in which the carbon existing in the iron enters into combination with it, and 
to the manner in which crystallisation takes place. In order, therefore, to obtain 
steel of superior quality from all kinds of iron manufactured by means of coke it was 
indispensable to ascertain the manner of purifying the iron, of regulating to a cer- 
tainty its combination with the carbon and itscrystallisation, Thatthe Abbe Pauvert 
had arrived at these results was fully attested by his experiments at the Royal Dock- 
yard, Woolwich. The advantages of this invention may be gathered from the follow- 
ing facts :—Steel of eaperior quality has only been fabricated hitherto from Swedish 
iron, which according to current prices, costs between 14/, 10s, and 16/.10s., per ton, 
whereas by the Abbe Pauvert’s process the same is procured from British forged pig- 
iron, ‘aus in price from 41, 10s. to 5/. per ton; or even from old refuse or scrap 
iron, The manufacture of the steel does not require the slightest change in the actual 
arrangements of the smelting and cementing furnaces, crucibles, or other apparatus, 
rhe conversion of the metal is simply effected by chemical ingredients and electric 
agency, at a cost not exceeding 1/, 5s. to the ton, nor is there any loss of material 
whatever, as one ton of the worst iron yields 1 ton of raw steel. Ihave no doubtbut 
the vast advantages of this wonderfal discovery, which has already been brought into 
operation by the Mesars. de Beauchamp, M. Benoit d’Asy, and other large ironmasters 
in France, will be fully appreciated in this country —[ We are informed that a com- 
pany is in course of formation to introduce the Abbe Pauvert’s invention into this 
country, an! that the Abbe will shortly arrive to practically demonstrate on a large 
scale the correctness of his assertions. All the particulars will be duly recorded in 
our Journal.) 


Mawoanese.—Mr. H, L. Pattinson, Durham, has invented an improve- 
mentin the treatment of certain salts and oxides of manganese. The inventor says— 
“* I take a soluble salt of manganese (preferring the chloride) and dissolve it wholly 
or partially in water; I then add to it an earthy or alkaline precipitant (giving the 
preference to lime on t of its cheap ) in a suitable proportion, by which I 
obtain oxide or mixed oxides of manganese, which I separate, wash, and ¢ry. The 
dry oxide or mixed oxides of manganese I expose for some time to a cautiously regu- 
lated heat considerably below the melting point of tin. By this treatment I obtain 
peroxide of manganese, or a much larger proportion, than the precipitate originally 
contained, 20 much so as to render its application usefal in the arts.” 


Oxtes or Mancanesz.—Mr. Goorge Elliot, of Newcastle-upon-Tyne, 
has patented some improvements in the production of oxides of manganese. The 
which he employs in converting the chlorides of manganese formed in the 
preduction of chlorine or bleaching powder, into oxides of manganese, which can be 
employed for the manufacture of chlorine or bleaching powder, or any other purpose 
for which peroxide of manganese is used, are as follows :—He purifies the solutions of 
chloride’ of manganese (made from ordinary commercial manganese) from the iron 
contained therein by carbonate of lime, and then precipitates from the filtered solu- 
tion protoxide of manganese by lime ; he washes the precipitated protoxide of man- 
ganese clean from the solutions of muriate of lime, and. employs the washed protoxide 
of manganese to precipitate the iron from other solutions of chloride of manganese 
made from ordinary jal mang He thus obtains a solution of chloride 
of manganese free from both iron and lime; he boils this solution down to a salt, 
and then exposes it in a reverbatory or otber suitable furnace to the action of heat, 
with the presence of atmospheric air, or of both atmospheric air and steam, The 
chloride of fg is d posed, muriatic acid is formed, which is condensed in 
the usual way, andan oxide of manganese \s produced, which isa mixture of peroxide 
and protéxide of manganese, and which is available for the uses to which the man- 
ganese of commerce is employed. When the solutions of chloride of manganese are 
made from the artificial manganeso, above described, the process of purification from 
iron is not required, little or none being present. In exposing the salt in the rever- 
beratory furnace, it is important that the heat should be gradually applied; and he 
therefore prefers using the furnace described in Mr. Longmaid’s patent for “ treating 
ores and other minerals to extract sulphur therefrom,” dated Oct., 1842. The chloride 
of manganese is placed on the bed furthest from the fire, where it remains for twenty- 
four hours, and is then moved on to the adjoining bed, where it also remains about 
twenty-four hours, an‘ so on, till it arrives at the bed nearest the fire, where it is ex- 
posed to the greatest heat. The material must be occasion illy atirred. Acurrentof 
steam may be admitted into the furnace, as it facilitates the decomposition of th

At the AssocraTIon yor THE Pasvention or Steam Boitzse Exrio- 
sions monthly meeting, on Tuesday, the chief inspector (Sir. Lomgiis¢.)

The following are the principal 
defects which have been observed in the boilers : —Four boilers dangerous 
from over-pressure; three boilers dangerous from corrosion of plates;

Tux “ HevrontimenumENos” aGAIn.—The Heutontimerumenos is not 
a myth, as supposed by many, but a reality; as surely as swallows appear 
in summer, as midges gyrate on a summer's eve, or as trout are lured by 
a May-fly, as surely, if difficulty arise, the self-tormentor makes his pre- 
sence known, to his own and everybody’s discomfort; the worst is, the 
creature does nothing but object—like Mr. Roebuck, he objects, without 
having any definite views of his own to suggest or apply in opposition to 
those of the majority of his companions. Our attention is directed to this 
being by reason of some proceedings lately taken at a mine mecting, where 
discord had been sowing for some time by one of this class, wich pro- 
ceedings will most assuredly result in stopping the mine, not from poverty, 
or any qualitics of the mine, but solely from the intermeddling of the 
Heutontimerumenos, who has succceded, by dint of hard endeavour, to 
create dissension, by doing which the property has been more than once 
jeopardised, many of the principal sharcholders disgusted, the landlord 
offended; in short, law proceedings have been commenced —the rest who 
knows not, if such be the case? Confidence in the mine has been de- 
stroyed, yet the self-tormentor is the very man to run about wondering 
why the shares are at a discount, when it is well known nota man in the 
management knows anything more about mining affairs than he does 
about the constitution of the coming comet, If these matters be perse- 
vered in, the mine must eventually stop, and then we shall be enabled to 
state to our readers the name, and hold it up as an example of the truth. 
We assert that more mischief is done by one of these busybody, meddling 
fellows than can be supposed; they invariably hold but a small intercst, 
and, therefore, preach up that all they do is from @ purely patriotic, he- 
roic conviction and duty, whereas, in nine cases out of ten, it is to obtain 
asituation, or some emolument for their apparently independent services, 
zeal, and self-sacrifice. The game is a safe one in their hands, for if they 
buy in a few shares at a discount, they can afford to trifle and frighten a 
few large holders into something like compliance ; and it is really aston- 
ishing what they can effect by their hopes and fears, by assiduity and 
impudence, of which latter a large stock is an absolutely necessary qua- 
lification. In another instance we could name, the mine, under similar 
circumstances, was brought to the very verge of ruin, the works sus- 
pended, the shares down to less than the absvlute cost and value of the 
materials. When the game of the Heutontimerumenos was detected, the 
patriotic man was buying up all the shares he could lay his hands on at 
the depressed price, the while wringing his hands, and declaring they were 
all ruined by the rascally captains, agents, and miners. The shrewdness 
of one individual, however, detected the wolf in shvep’s clothing in time, 
and saved many from heavy losses, which this person would have entailed. 
We cannot, nor would our space admit of the detail of more —_— 3, 
though they abound, and are sadly too well known to those who ave 
reason to know. We conclude this article by advising cautious adveu- 
turers to beware of busybody shareholders, holding a small interest, on- 
deavouring to thrust themselves into high places, but who know nohiog 
of the proper management of mining, and who are wholly ee ¢ 
with the details, practically or theoretically, for, depend on it, the same 
is a ILeutontimerumenos.
